Response to Request for Pre-Brief Conference 

1 . In view of Applicant's request for a Pre-Brief Conference filed 07/05/201 1 , with 
respect to the rejection of 01/05/201 1 , applicant's arguments of 1 0/20/201 1 have been 
fully reconsidered and are persuasive. The rejection of 01/05/201 1 has been 
withdrawn.

plurality of branching second channels, the capillarity of the second channels at their 
branch points with the first channel being greater that that of the first channel, the 
second channels in fluid communication with third channels and first, second and third 
channels all arranged on the same planar surface of a microfluidic device. The closest 
prior art teaches a system of first channel with branching second channels in 
communication with third channels, the channels not in a single plane; the claimed 
configuration is not obvious over the prior art.
